Dear Mr. Brodnax: 



This letter confirms the agreement between your client, Christopher Brown, and the Office 
of the United States Attorney for the District of Columbia (hereinafter also referred to as "the 
Government" or "this Office"). If your client accepts the terms and conditions of this offer, please 
have your chent execute this document in the space provided below. Upon receipt of the executed 
document, this letter will become the plea agxeement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 

Christopher Brown's Obligations. Acknowledgments and Waivers : 

1 . Yonr client, Christopher Brown, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of guilty to Simple 
Possession of a Controlled Substance, in violation of 21 U.S.C. Section 844 (a), a lesser included 
offense of Count Two of the Indictment; Unlawful Possession of a Firearm and Ammunition by a 
Person Convicted of Crime Punishable by Imprisonment for a Term Exceeding One Year, in 
violation of 18 US.C, Section 922 (g)(1), as set forth in Count Four of the Indictment; and Simple 
Possession of a Controlled Substance, in violation of 21 U.S.C. Section 844 (a), as set forth in Count 
Five of the Indictttient. YourclientunderStandsthatpursuanttolSU.S.C. § 924(a)(2), the Unlawful 
Possession of a Firearm and Ammunition by a Person Convicted of Crime Punishable by 
Imprisonment for a Term Exceeding One Year charge canries a maximum sentence of 10 years 
imprisonment, a fine up to $250,00, and up to three years of supervised release. Your chart further 
understands that undef' 21 U.S.C. Section 844 (a), because your client has two or more prior 
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convictions for drug offenses chargeable under the law of the District of Columbia, each count of 
simple possession of a controlled substance carries a maximum sentence of three years, a mandatory 
minimum sentence of 90 days, a minimum fine of $5,000, and up to one year of supervised release. 
In addition, your client agrees to pay a special assessment of $50 per misdemeanor conviction and 
$100 per felony conviction to the Clerk of the United States District Court for the District of 
Columbia prior to the date of sentencing. Your cHent further understands that your chent will be 
sentenced according to 18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (f), upon consideration of 
the United States Sentencing Guidelines Manual ("Sentencing Guidelines"), which will apply to 
determine your client's guideline range. Your client also understands that pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 
Section 3571 and Section 5E1 .2 of the Sentencing Guidelines, the Court may also impose a fine that 
is sufficient to pay the federal government the costs of any imprisonment, term of supervised release 
and period of probation. Further, your cHent understands that if your cUent has two or more 
convictions for a crime of violence or felony drug offense, your chent may be subject to the 
substantially higher guideline penalties provided for in the career offender statutes and provisions 
of the Sentencing Guidelines. 

2 . Your client agrees and will acknowledge at the time of the plea of guilty to the criminal 
charges stated above that, pursuant to Section IB 1.3 of the Sentencing Guidelines, your cHcnt is 
accountable for 3.5 grams of heroin and0.60 grams of marijuana, which quantity represents the total 
amount involved in your client's relevant criminal conduct, including amounts your chent distributed 
or possessed with intent to distribute or possessed. 

3. Your client agrees not to oppose the Government's position at sentencing that your 
client's base offense level should be increased by two levels due to your client's obstructing the 
administration of justice pursuant to Section 3C1 . 1 of the Sentencing Guidelines. The Government 
agrees that it will not seek any increases in your client's base offense level other than those which 
are agreed to by your chent in liis agreement. Your client understands and acknowledges that the 
terms of this paragraph apply only to conduct that occurred prior to the execution of this agreement. 
Should your chent commit any conduct after the date of this agreement that would form the basis 
for an increase in your cUent's base offense level or justify an upward departure (examples of which 
include but are not limited to, obstruction of justice, failure to appear for a court proceeding, criminal 
conduct while pending sentencing, and false statements to law enforcement agents, the probation 
officer or Court), the Government is free imder this agreement to seek an increase in the base offense 
level based on that post-agreement conduct. 

4. In addition, your client agrees to waive your cUent's interest in and not to contest the 
administrative forfeiture of the following property: CZ model Vzor 70 pistol, magazine for CZ 
model Vzor 70 pistol, and .32 caliber ammunition. Your client acknowledges and agrees that the 
Government reserves its right to bring a civil action(s), if necessary, in any jurisdiction for the 
forfeiture of any of your client's assets, real or personal, that are subj ect to forfeiture pursuant to any 
federal statute. 

5. Your chent agrees not to object to the Government's recommendation to the Court at the 
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timeof the plea of guilty in this case that, piirsuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3143, your client be detained 
without bond pending your chent's sentencing in this case. 

6. In entering this plea of guilty, your client understands and agrees to waive certain rights 
afforded to your client by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, including: the right 
against self-incrimination with respect to the offense(s) to which your cUeut is pleading guilty; the 
right to an indictment; the right to be tried by a jury ,or by a judge sitting without a jury; the right to 
be assisted by an attorney at trial; and the right to confront and cross-examine witnesses. Your cHent 
ftirther agrees that the District Judge should make any Sentencing Guidelines determinations. 

7. Your client understands that the sentence in this case will be imposed in accordance with 
18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (f), upon consideration of the United States 
Sentencing Commission's Guidelines Manual . Your cUent further understands that the sentence to 
be imposed is a mailer solely wilhiji llic discretion of Hie Court. Yom client acldiowledges that the 
Court is not obhgatedto follow any recommendation of the Government at the time of sentencing. 

8. Your client understands that this Office reserves its full right of allocution for purposes 
of sentencing in this matter. ]h particular, the United States reserves its right to recommend a 
specific period of incarceration and fine up to the maximum sentence of incarceration and fine 
allowable by law. hi addition, if in this plea agreement the Government has agreed to recommend 
or refrain from recommending to the Court a particular resolution of any sentencing issue, the 
Government reserves its right to full allocution in any post-sentence litigation in order to defend the 
Court's ultimate decision on such issues. Your cUent further understands that the Government 
retains its fiill right of allocution in connection with any post-sentence motion which may be filed 
in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) before the Bureau of Prisons. In addition, your client 
acknowledges that the Government is not obligated and does not intend to file any downward 
departure sentencing motion under Section 5K1.1 of the Sentencing Guidelines, 18 U.S.C. Section 
3553(e), or any post-sentence downward departure motion in this case pursuant to Rule 35(b) of the 
Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. 

9. Your client understands and agrees that your client will not be allowed to move to 
withdraw the guilty plea entered imder this agreement solely because of the harshness of the sentence 
imposed. Such a motion to withdraw shall constitute a breach of this agreement. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S OBLIGATIONS. ACKNOWLEDGMENTS AND WAIVERS: 

1 0. This Office will request that the Court dismiss the remaining counts of the indictment 
in this case at the time of sentencing. Your client, however, agrees and acknowledges that the 
chai-ges to be dismissed at the time of sentencing were based in fact. 
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General Conditions 

11. This letter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and constitutes the 
complete plea agreement between your client and the United States Attorney's Office for the District 
of Columbia. This agreement supersedes all prior understandings, promises, agreements, or 
conditions, if any, between this Ofiice and your cUent. 

12. This agreement only binds the United States Attorney's Office for the District of 
Columbia. It does not bind any other United States Attorney's Office or any other office or agency 
of the United States Government, including, but not limited to, the Tax Division of the United States 
Department of Justice, the Internal Revenue Service of the United States Department of the Treasury; 
or any state or local prosecutor. These individuals and agencies remain free to prosecute your chent 
for any offense(s) committed within their respective jurisdictions. 

13. There are no other agreements, promises, understandings or undertakings between your 
client and this Office . Your cUent understands and acknowledges that there can be no valid addition 
or alteration to this agreement unless the modification is made on the record in open Court or made 
in a writing signed by all of the parties.
